TIMELY GOSSIP FROM JUAREZ. 



El Ibiso. Tex.. December 27. -Racing on each of 
the seven days of the w»ek is now again the rule at 
Juarez. This arraiigeineiit will (sauiniie until tne 
IlKl days or more of the fireseiit meeting cuds next 
siirliig. ’mis Course is tne only race iracK i.i rtie 
world that ever oia-rated a winter meeting seven 
days each week, thus giving horsemen and ihe rac- 
ing piitiilc actiou every tweuty-four hours, iiiiHitli 
in and month out. 

In sections of f^ United States where racing 
thrives, racing on Stliidiiy is not allowed. Baseball 
and theatres lurnish Sunday auiiiseuieut for the pun- 
lie, liut the gates of the race tracks remain elo.sed. 
in .Viexico conditions are ilifferent. Sunday is i-e- 
garded here as a holiday and all classes observe the 
day as such. The early inoriiiiig liours are devoteil 
to worshiji. but liefore noon Ihe day’s festivities 
begin. Tills ex|daius wh.v the Jockey Club Juarez 
generall.v arranges to have the most attractive 
races iKissible on .Sunday ami acesumts for the big 
crowds that throng the course on siu-h afternoons, 
in s])ite of the freedom allowed eviTy manner of 
amusiuiieiit in Mexico on Sunday, it is most notice- 
aide that the average Siindaj' here is as orderly -s 
Sunday in the big cities of the Unitisl State's, i-veii 
in iilai-es where tne “lid” is tightl.v on. 

From now on the meeting at Juarez will eujo.v a 
boom that will reach its height after the holidays 
are over. Now that peace reigns all along the 
Kio Grande and the ruling powers of northern .Mex- 
i<s» are ardent admirers of racing everything bxiks 
n>sy for the meeting. With fnlly SOU horses to 
furnish the sport and more than till good jcK'keys to 
riile them, the public will soon see racing at this 
winter track that will be mightily attractive. The 
iiest of the horses i|uartered at Juarez have not yet 
been to tile jiost, but will be s*-eu in actiou liefore 
long. 

.i<K-ke.v .V. -Murray, now riding at Juarez, has con- 
tracted with (itsifge Cooney, of Helena, .Mont., to 
ride for him again next summer. Murra.v rwle for 
Cooney last summer on the Montana tracks with a 
fair measure of suc'-ess. The Cooney stable wili 
not indulge in a winter eanipaign this season. Lady 
Stalwart, Tim Judge. Clint Tucker. Fore Guard, 
Lay Ijiw and other memla'rs of this string have 
been turned out at Helena and will not again be 
put ill training until next spring. The veterans of 
the Cooney colb'ction are now enjoying the first 
winter’s rest tln-y have ever had since tlie.v tirst 
aipieared on the turf. .Murray recently celebrated 
his Ihirly-fourlii birthday, but is still more active 
around tne race track than many riders a decade or 
more younger. He roile his tirst winner on a mile 
track at Hamilton. Out., his home town in Canada 
when he was niiiete<‘u years old aud still claims 
that i-ity as his home. 

I'rice .McKinney, who has recently lu-en elected a 
member of the Jix-key Club, expects to be able to 
arrange his business so as to visit the .Itiarez track 
with .Messrs. J. G. I’ollanshee and James Butler 
earl.v in January. .Mr. Butler’s two-year-olds will 
begin racing here soon after the first of the year 
and as lhe\ are mostly out of mares now owned by 
.Mr. McKinney, he has much interest in their per- 
formance. aside from the considerations involved in 
liis friendship for .Mr. Butler. Before leaving for 
Ihe east last week, trainer R. C. Benson set at 
rest a reixirt that any of Ihe great band of yearlings 
owned by .Mr. Butler are for sale. The inembers of 
his great string. ImiHi at Juarez and in New '\’ork. 
are not for sale for any amount. He recently re- 
fused the jirincel.v olTer of tH.'i.lHKi for one of his 
fillies. The entire <-olleciron here and in New York, 
thirty-five head in all, will in thfir entirety race 
in Mr. Butler’s colors ip 1914. Benson said while 
here that the brother to Ballot had grown amazingly 
since last suuiuier and that aimther grand-looking 
<-olt in the eollection is the half-brother to 1‘eter 
!*aii. He iloiibts if either of these two great horses 
were as good looking as these youngsters at the 
same age. 

f'. D. Weir has received a letter from Lexingtoti 
bringing glowing accimnts of tlie superb app«‘arauce 
of H. c. .Vpplegale A; Co.’s sensational racer. Old 
Rosebud, in Ills winter uiiarlers at J. D. Carr’s farm 
pear that city. Trainer Weir expects to have the 
great gelding taken up late in Jaiiiiar.v to be prepared 
for his Kentucky and I.atoiiia IbTby «'iigagements. He 
will send one of his men from here to Lexington at 
that time to lake care of the son of Uncle until In* 
gels buck to Kentucky next spring with his racing 
stable. Weir has two other horses turned out with 
Old Rosebud, which will tie taken iiii at the same 
lime, they being Any Port and Grover Hughes. The 
latter has been gelded sine** be last race*!. Weir 
sa.vs that he hears that Old Rosebud has spread out 
and lhick**iied greatly since last fall when he was 
tirst thrown out of trainiyg. He exis'cts him to 
|iro*e as great as a three-.vear-old as he was us a 
I wo-.vear-<ild. When the Juarez meetin'- ends, train 
er Weir will taki* his tiig stable to Churchill Downs 
at laiuisville. He will then have Old Rosebud. 
t;rov**r Hughes and .\tiy Port transferred from Lex- 
ington and the son of Uncle will get his Derby 
lireparation over the Downs track. Old Rosebud’s 
first start in 1914 will be in the Keiituckv Derby 
unless trainer Weir d(*ei<les to send him to Lexington 
to start ill the Blue Grass Stakes as a preliminary. 

ISic .Mien which has won here Iwiee this season 
i- n*iw inissing out of his tenth year, but still seems 
to isissess the speed which marked his earlv racing. 
In his last winning performances he ran five fur- 
longs in ."’iS-'V.. which is close to the rei-ord. This 
Is the fourth season Doc .\llen has raced tit Juarez 
and iu his career he has Won nine races on this 
course. Three of these he won during the winter of 



THREE MORE FOR TALBOTT 



H. GIDDINGS’ KING’S PLATE WINNER OF THE PRESENT YEAR 



With the St. Simon horse, Bassetiaw. as his stallion and a band of select mares as his stud matrons, 
H. Giddings has made quite a stir of late years in Catiadiun breeding and racing. As a son of the wonder- 
ful St. Simon aiul a Blair Athol mare, Bassetiaw is the jieer of any sire in America in respect to flawless 
liretHling and was himself a good race horse and a stake winner. When a three-year-old in 1893 he won the 
Jersey Handicap at .Monmouth Park and the September Stakes at Sheepshead Bay, defeating such stars of 
ihe time as Sir Francis, Rauiapo, Sir Walter, Cadmus and Saragossa. That a horse of such credentials should 
iM'get good stock seems a matter of course and in Hearts of Oak he figures as the sire of one of the liest 
.Muing horses ever bred In Canada. So far as that particular item is concerned. Inferno is generally deemed 
to be invested with its distinction, but if Hearts of Oak keeps sound and in good form for two or tlir**e 
.tears to come he may rival or exceed the fame of the former Seagram crack, good horse as he surely was. 

Hearts of Oak was introduced to racing and the racing public in the Coronation Stakes at Woodbine 
1‘ark. May 20. 1912. The track was heav.v and the distance four and a half furlongs. Reports of his ex- 
cellence had long been public, so ho went to the iKist but a shade better than an even money favorite and 
won iu a canter b.v five lengths in such fast time for the state of the going as 56%. Lindesta finished see- 
iiid and Vale of .Avoca tRird, nine starting. His next start was for a purse at Hamilton. Juno 19, track 
fast and distance five-Clgbths of a mile. This he won b.v five lengths from his stable mate, Saro’.ta. in 
l:iT%, with Cr.vstiawega third. At the same track, .\ngust 14, he won a purse race at five and a half 
I’lirlongs and. carrying 123 iHuiuds, ran tlio distance in 1:07% and finished four lengths in front of Ondra- 
niida. with Golden Synip third. In a purse race at Windsor, August 29, he met his first ilefeat. He had 
up 126 pounds and the track was heavy. Through a mischance he was left at the |iost, but took after tin’ 
other horses and. closing a huge gap, finished a close up third to his stable companion, Ondramida, witli 
Battle Song seciimi. His race was a remarkable exhibition of speed and weight carrying ability under, ad- 
verse circiimstanees. Man.v eonsidered it his laist race as a two-year-oM. But for a time it affected him 
luifavorabl.v and lie was la'aten in his next two races. The first of these was at Montreal, Septemla-r 10, 
in which, carrying 126 pounds to 102 on Aiister. he ran second to the latter at five-eighths of a mile in 

1:02%. He ran gamely, but lacked his enstomury freedom of action and extreme speed. In the other 

lo-ing race lie was unplaced. This was in the Michaelmas Handicap at Toronto. Septemlier 24, in wblcli 
lie run foiirtli to I.**ocbares, Flabbergast and Tankard. Two days later he concluded his career as a two- 
year-<ild by winning a purse at five and a half furiongs In 1:09% over a heavy track. He carried 1Z8 
is'unds a;id ills eleven competitors had up weights varr 3 -in.g from 105 jioniids up to 115. 

Hearts of Oak wiiiter**d in roliusi liealtli and vigor and came to the races of 1913 a magnificent siM*ci- 
ii'Cn of tli<* young tl.orouglilired. His first start was in that event dearl.v coveted b.v all Canadian owners, 
riic King’s Plate, at the Toninto spring meeting. His success was practically conceded in advance aud, 

coupled with Oiiciraiiiida. he went to the post at 35 to 100 in the mntuels. He raced out Into the lead in 

tile first eighth and, unebaLeiiged throughout, drew away in the liomestretch to win in a canter b.r ten 
l“iigllis. witli M.aid of Frome second and Gold Bud third. He carried 113 pounds anil ran the mile and a 
quarter of the race in 2:09>.-.. Three days subsi-gneutlj- he took up 127 pivunds and won the Breeders’ 
Stakes lit a mile and an eighth in 1 :.56% over a slow track. Onl.v Cr.vstlawoga and Voivode opposed him 
and. pulled ikmlile, he finished eight leiigtlis in front of the former. On the seventh and last day of the 
iiu'cting lie won the William Heiulrie Memorial Handicap at a mile in 1:41%. He carried 118 pounds and 
won easily by a length while **oiieeding much w«*ight to his opponents by the scale of weight for age. Tlie 
ti ur year-old White Caps fiiiislied second and tlie five-year-old Havrock was third. At Hamilton, June 26, 
lie was an easy first b.v four lengths in tlie Dominion Plate, at a mile and an eighth, run in 1:.56, White 
t’ajis Is'ing second and Maid of Frome tliirtl. He carried 117 pounds to 122 on White Caps ami 95 on Maid 
i*f i'roine. S*i far all bad tieen snifwitli sailing for liiin, but bis next essay was attended with such disas- 
trous resii’.ts that lie reversed his usual proceedings b.v finishing last instead of first. This was in a hamli- 

c. ip at Fort Erie. .Inly .5, in which lie was asked to take up 127 pounds to 116 on Havrock. 100 on Rustling. 
III! on Denham and 112 on old Caper Sauce. The track was slow and for some r**ason Hearts of Oak w*as 
.111 bad terms with hiniself that day. cutting nji so viciously while at the post as to exhaust himself to sneh 
an extent tliat he eonid do nothing s«*rvlceable iu the race, which fell to Havrock. After this disagreeable 
|•IllS^lde le returned to reasonable liorse wa.v*" and won his next two races. Tlie first of these- was in a ini> 

d. asb over a lieavy track at Windsor, Jniy 27. which he won in a canter b.v six lengtlis with 119 iionnds on 

ills liHCk. defeating Roekspring, and Havrock. The s«*eond was the Canadian Handicap of one mile, 

at tViiidsor, .Viignst 21. He was given 130 pounds tliis time and won b.v three lengths, again over a heav.v 
track ill l:4(iVr.- Ondiainon. 107 pounds, was second and .Maid of Frome, !>4 pounds, w.ns third. Havrock, 
I’.S: KiH-kspring. 110. and Caper Sanee. 117. were the iiiiplaeed ones and the weights fairly illustrated his 
iuinieiise .*uiierioiit.v to other Canadian-tired handicap horses of tliis jear. 

Li the Canadian autumn racing lie met some reverses, .ilthongli always [daylng the part of a true race 
liorse. By tliat time he had ixH-ouie in effect the property of the official Iiandicapp<*r. In the Dominion 
Haiidieati of a mile, at 'roronto, Septemlier 20, he was given 132 ixiiiiids and finished third, his stable mate, 
(tndiamoii. Ill iKiiinds. winning by a iialf length, with the smart filly, l.lndesta. second. She carried 118 
isinnds and defeated Hearts of Oak li.v a li<ad for second money. Tlie mile was covered in 1:42%. In the 
Stan’ey Prodnee Stakes at a mile and a quarter two days later she carried 116 piuinds to his 125 and again 
hefeat'ed him. winning by a length. He made the pace to the last eighth and. tiring gave the impression 
that he eonid not stay the distance effectively. Yet. after an interval of two day.s be started against her 
again in Hie Durham Cup at a mile ami three-quarters and effectually dismised of the non-staving stigma 
liy covering tlu* distance in the goml time of 3:04% and defeating her easily by two lengths.' However, 
tile weights were different, he carrying V22 imnnds to her 119, so she was in no measure disgra<*ed. His 
last race of the year was in the Rothschild (hip at a mile, in which he ran second to the high-class horse 
I’late Glass, in 1:41 ’% over a muddy track.

In the winter of 1911-1912 he won 
twice. I*. A. Dwyer, his present owner, bought him 
alKuit eiglit years ago from his breeder, J. F. New- 
man. of Sw**etwater. Tex. He claims that he has 
won over fifty raees witli him in this period of 
time. His sire. I.oni Daliueiiy, was in the 
Sind at the >fewnian ranch for a nuiulier of 
years. I.ike his son. he was long on the 
turf and won many races during his career. He was 
bred b.v the **lder August BolimmI and was a son of 
The Ill-Used, a sire iinicii prizo*d by that dis- 
tinguished turfman. Lord Daluieiiy died about the 
same time as did Raiicocas, another Isirse that left 
an impress <in tlie Texas thoroughbred. IXa* Allen’s 
dam. Add Ran. was a great race mare in Texas in 
her day. She is li.v Ram-.x-as. out of tlie fauKius Sal- 
lie Joliiisoii. She now has a likely bay yearling filly 
b.v .Mx* Frank in Hie Newman stable at Juarez. Doc 
.\llen was Add Rail's first foul.

name on the colt before selling him last fall. His 
dam. Tiptoe, was such a brilliant race mare that 
hor.senieii at the Juarez truck are keenlj- watching 
the progress in training of this joungster and it 
looks as if Gregg has picked up a bargain iu this 
grandson of St. Simon. 

James Osborne, chief assistant to starter Mars 
Cassidy, who has charge of the schooling of the 
Ixirses at tlie Jockey Club Juarez course, says that 
in all liis experience he never saw a better broken 
lot of j-earlings than are now qiiarter**d here. Manv 
of the niiiiilx*!- alr**ad.v go away from the barrier like 
mature racers and run through the stretch as if al- 
ready perfectly familiar with racing. Tliere are 
uiidoiilitedly many coming iwo-.vear-olds of quality 
her** this s*asoii. 

News of the death of J. R. Wainwright in Califor- 
nia was ree«*ived with imicli regret Iiy the turfmen 
at the Jnar**z <*onrso. Tlie deceased spent several 
winters li**re when liis string of horses was trained 
Iiy the late Fred Luzader. Dr. Waldo Briggs. Steel 
King. Gyps.v King. A1 .Muller. Tremargo and Posing 
Were some *if the horses he raced at the first meeting 
here, while tlie next season he came here with the 
l«*st he had in training, including the graxl m»res 
Trance and Royal Captive. N. Kenned.v. now riding 
in France, was his jcx'key in those seasons.

It s*x-ms sure that 
the present mile reixirl will be wi|x*il out there this 
winter and it would lx* pleasing to have it come off 
oil *iue of the few remaining December days. 



Cbariestou, S. C., December 27.- -The J. O. Tal- 
bott establisliinent figured prominently in the Pal- 
metto Park racing again today when three of its 
representatives duplicated its feat of a few days 
ago by winning half of the card of six raees. Each 
of the Talbott trio of winners today was favored 
ill the speculation and they were the only choices 
of the aiternoou to score. 'The stable’s success eaiiie 
iu successive races and began when Feather Duster 
won the handicap at on*> mile and 79 yards. M*m- 
ocacy followed liy winning the fifth race and Frank 
Hudson took the closing dash. Feather Duster and 
Monocacy were entrusted to the guidance of Buxton, 
while -MeTaggart piloted the final winner. 

An liuprovenieiit in weather and track conditions 
fouiitl a rettectioii in a big atteiulance and brisk 
speenlatioii. Fourteen la.vers oiierating at top speed 
could liardlj’ ke*“p up with the wants *>t tlxise 
speculativt'ly inclined. Several upsets that attended 
the opening dashes enabled the layers to book a 
profit that about balanced the loss**s caused bj* the 
snee*-ss of the Tallxitt horses. 

The victory of Stealawaj' in tlx* opening race 
was iiucxpccteil and marked the longest priced win- 
ner of tile uieetiiig np to date. The gelding showed 
a vastly iuiproveii pi-rfonnance as compared with .i 
preceding start. Trade Mark was held to be mueh 
the best in the second race, but she failed to get aii.v 
part of the purse. Miss Gayle and Bulgarian fighting 
it out at tlie end. Viley ran right back to Ids 
former good performance an*l t*x)k the third race. 
Tile finish in this race was spectuciilar, six of the 
starters being separated b}' heads or noses at the 
end of the * ix-furlongs journey. 

Feather Duster bad to contest every Inch of the 
route to win his race, but .Monocacy had a compara- 
tively easy time of it. as did Frank Hudson.

Jockey Oliert was given a twenty-days’ suspension 
after the fourth race by starUr Milton for insubor- 
dination while at tlx* post and impiid«*uce after the 
race. It is the second suspension inflicted b.v the 
starter in 2ti4 days that he has presided at the 
starting barrier. 

\V. Shields left tonight for Philadelphia, whither 
he was called on aeeonnt of illness in his family. 

Dr. Waldo Briggs came out of his race of yester- 
day decidedl}’ lame, it Is feared that he has rui>- 
tnred one of the tendons In the off hind leg. ,\t 
all events it will be a couple of weeks before he 
faces the harrier again.

claim a fiv(--ponnd nllowaiice in all selling races dur- 
ing til.* .year for whieh his license has Ix'en grant«x1. 
and during a periial of one .vear from the date he 
roile his tirst winner. Allowance under this rule 
must lx* elaiineil at time of eiitr.v.”
